made his first campaign speechin Wow 
Jersey yesterday afternoon at Washing- 
ton Park, a pleasure resort a few miles be- 
low this city. He spoke from- the grand 
stand of the bicycle track inolosure, and 
fully 25,000 stood for over an hour and lis- 
tened to him. John S. Wright, thefusion 
candidate for congress in the First .New 
Jersey district, presided and introduced 
the distinguished visitor. 
His address 


aroused the greatest enthusiasm. 
Sir. Bryan was greeted in Philadelphia 


last night by a crowd which, according to 
the police and other authorities, exceeded 
any outpouring of the people on a similar 
occasion in the history of the city. He 
spoke at the Academy of Music, which 
has a seating capacity of about d,uw- 
Every available inch of space in the house 
and on the stage was occupied two hours 
before Mr. Bryan arrived, and experts 
estimated the audience at fully 6,WJ. 
Gathered in the street outside the Academy 
were fully 
35,000 people, who stood 


patiently until 10:30 p. m., hoping to see 
or hear the candidate, half a dozen overflow 
meetings being addressed by local speakers. 


The crush was something awful. Many 


of those who succeeded in getting inside 
the Academy had their clothing almost 
torn from them. Many cases of more or 
less severe injury were reported to the po- 
lice, one man with a broken arm being 
taken to the hospital. Hundreds of police- 
men were powerless to keep the crowds in 
° Mr. Bryan, owing to the dense crowd in 
front of the Lafayette hotel, was unable 
to reach his carriage, and walked to the 
hall by a back street. He got into the hall 
after an experience with the crowd that 
he will long remember. Only by the 
strongest efforts of the police was he saved 
from the crush of enthusiastic admirers. 
When he appeared on the stage his recep- 
<tton was tremendous, the cheering lasting 
several minutes. His speech was in sub- 
stance as follows: 
"The gold standard papers ask why l 


come'to Pennsylvania. I come, first,-to se- 
cure, if possible, the electoral vote of the 
state of Pennsylvania. If you deny that, 
iffou will not give me that vote, if we are 
-tfe&&& lathis campaign, then I come 
upon anottiermission, and that is to tell

Your city is called Philadelphia, the City 
of Brotherly Love. I come to proclaim to 
you the gospel that is described by the 
name of your own city, and yet you say 
you will give a hundred thousand ma- 
jority against that doctrine. I come to 
proclaim financial independence in a city 
wMchsawthe Declaration of Independ- 
ence signed more than a hundred years ago. 


"The issue which is raised now was 


raised before. There were people then 
who said that we could not obtain inde- 
pendence unless some foreign nation 
would help us. There are those who say 
it today, and those who say it today stand 
in the same position as those who said it 
then.

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Disappointed Thousands Unable 
to Hear the Candidate. 


P h il a d e l p h ia , Sopt. 23.—Mr. Bryan 
mado his first cam paign speech in Now 
Jersey yesterday aftornoou a t W ashing­ 
ton P a rk , a pleasure resort a few miles be* 
low this city. 
Ho spoke fro m . tho grand 
stand of the bicycle track inclosure, and 
fully 25,000 stood for over a n hour and lis­ 
tened to him. 
John S. W right, tho fusion 
candidate for congress in the F irst New 
Jorscy district, presided and introduced 
tho distinguished visitor. 
H is address 
aroused the greatest enthusiasm . 


Mr. Bryan was greeted in Philadelphia 
last night by a crowd which, according to 
tho police and other authorities, exccedod 
any outpouring of the peoplo on a sim ilar 
occasion in the history of tho oity. Ho 
spoke a t the Academy of Music, which 
has a seating capacity of about) 3,000. 
Every available inch of space in the house 
and on tho stago was occupiod two hours 
beforo Mr. B ryan arrived, and experts 
estimated tho audience a t fully 0,000. 
Gatherod in tho streot outsido tho Acadomy 
were 
fully 
85,000 j^eoplo, who stood 
patiently until 10:30 p. m., hoping to see 
or hear the candidato,lialf a dozen overflow 
meetings being addressed by local speakers. 


Tho crush was som ething awful. 
Many 
of those who succeeded in getting inside 
tho Academy had their clothing alm ost 
torn from them. Many cases of m ore or 
less severe injury wero rcportod to tho po­ 
lice, ono m an w ith a broken arm being 
taken to the hospital. H undreds of polico- 
men wero powerless to keep the crowds in 
chock. 


Mr. Bryan, owing to tho dense crowd in 
front of tho Lafayette hotel, wag unable 
to reach his carriago, and walked to tho 
hall by a back street. Ho got into the hall 
after an experience w ith tho crowd th at 
he will long remember. 
Only by the 
strongest efforts of the police was he saved 
from tho crush of enthusiastic adm irers. 
W hen ho appeared on tho stago his recep­ 
tio n was trem endous, tho cheering lasting 
several minutos. 
H is speech was in sub- 
stauco as follows: 


“Tho gold standard papers ask w hy I 
como'to Pennsylvania. I como, first, to se­ 
cure, if possi ble, tho electoral vote of the 
st^to of Pennsylvania. If you dony that, 
if^im will not give mo th at vote, if wo are 
debated in> this campaign, then I como 
upon another mission, and th a t is to tell 
the peoplo of Pennsylvania th a t the agita­ 
tion for free coinage will never cease in 
this country until tho gold standard is 
driven back to England. 
They say th at 
tho craze is dying out. I care not w hat 
they call the silver cause. You m ay apply 
to it such epithets as you will, b u t I know 
th at tho silver cause will not die, because 
tru th never dies. 


“Our cause appeals to tho masses of tho 
people because the masses are interested 
in equal laws. Our cause is opposed by 
those who w ant to use our governm ent 
for prollt bocause wo aro opposed to gov­ 
ernm ent instituted for any such purposes. 
Your city is called Philadelphia, tho City 
of Brotherly Lovo. I come to proclaim to 
you tbo gospel th at is described by tho 
name of your own city, an d ' yet you say 
you will give a hundred thousand m a­ 
jority against th at doctrine. I como to 
proclaim financial independence in a city 
which saw the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence signed moro than a hundred years ago. 


“Tho issuo which is raised now was 
raisod before. 
There wero people then 
who said th a t wo could not obtain inde­ 
pendence unless some 
foreign 
nation 
would help us. 
There aro those who say 
it today, and those who say it today stand 
in the samo position as those who said it 
then. Tho peoplo who a hundred years 
ago doclarod in favor of foreign suprem acy 
wero tho people who had businoss deal­ 
ings and acted as the agents of tho 
peoplo who employ them over there. 
You have no banks in this city today 
which aro not controlled by tho in­ 
fluence of London, and I have no moro re ­ 
spect for tho American who takes his 
patriotism from Lom bard street than I 
have for the Tory who took his patriotism 
a hundred years ago from England. 


“Ono of your papers said th at I lacked 
dignity. 
My friends, I have been looking 
into tho m atter, and do you know th a t I 
would rather have it said th at I lacked 
dignity than to have it said th at I lacked 
backbone to meet the enemies of this gov­ 
ernm ent who conspire against this na­ 
tion’s welfare in W all streot. 
I believe 
th at a m an ought to be dignified enough, 
nut too dignified and not lacking in dig­ 
nity. Now, it m ight bo more dignified if 
I would stay a t home and have pooplo 
come to see me. B ut you know th a t 1 said 
I wasn’t going to promiso to give anybody 
an ollice, and therefore a great m any peo­ 
ple who m ight come to see a candidate 
under s o j no circum stances would not come 
to see mo a t ¿ill.

I aiii 
moro dignlflod—I am too dignified to ad­ 
vocate ono thing when I mean to do an- 
! other thing. I am too dignified to norni- 
( nate ono ticket for tho purpose of voting 
for another tirkofc. 
I am too dignified to 
practice deception upon tho Am erican 
people. 


“Tho Democratic party never doclared 
for a gold standard, and no man in ofllco 
ovor agitated a <;old standard after ho was 
olected until he betrayed the people who 
elected him. I deny the right of any pub­ 
lic sorvTint to secure otfleo upon a plat­ 
form and then abandon tho platform . 
W hen I find th at my conscience will not 
perm it mo to carry out the platform on 
which I was elected I will resign and let 
somo other m an have tho oftico. I stand 
hero not only as the regular nominee of 
tho Democratic party, but I stand here 
representing tho principles that have been 
Demecratlo from tho tim e thoro was a 
Democratic party.” 


Tho rem ainder of Mr. Bryan’s ipeoch 
was devoted m ainly to a discussion of the 
recent boud issues, In which tho syndi­ 
cates were vigorously denounced.

Elected Vice-President,But Never Served 


William Rufus King, born April 6, 
1786, died April 18, 1853, was a Vice- 
President of the United States who 
never served in that capacity, and ono 
who took the oath of office on foreign 
soil—something which can be said of 
no other executive officer who has 
ever been elected by the people of 
this country. 
King was an invalid, 
but his friends urged him to take sec­ 
ond place on the ticket with Pierce in 
1852. 
Both were elected, but Mr. 
King’s health failed so rapidly ho was 
forced to go to Cuba early in 1853, 
some two and a half months before 
inauguration day. 
Not having 're­ 
turned to the United States by March 
4, Congress passed a special act author­ 
izing tho United States Consul at 
Mantanzas, Cuba, to swear him in as. 
Vice-Presdent at about the hcur when 
Pierce was taking the oath of office at 
Washington. 


This arrangemont was carried out to 
a dot, and on tbe day appointed, at a 
plantation on one of the highest hills 
in the vicinity of Mantanzas, Mr. 
King was made Vice-President of tho 
United States amid the solemn “Vaya 
vol oon Dios” (God will be with you), 
of the creoles who had assembled tt> 
witness the unique spectacle. 
Vice- 
President King returned to his home 
at Cahawka, Ala., arriving at that 
place April 17, 1853, and died tho fol­ 
lowing day. 
His remains were laid 
to rest on his plantation, known as 
Pine Hills.

YEAB ago those farmers— 
and there were thousands of 
them—who had been making 
most of their money raising 


ommon or "railroad" horses—were 
bout the bluest class of men in the 
foiled States. To-day they are again 
i good heart. Then they were con- 
inoed that the industry in whrch their 
apital was invested, and from which 
hey had won their profits for years, 
ras doomed, that they must abandon 
orever the one business to which they 
ad devoted their lives and with which 
hey were familiar, and seek other 
rays to make their farms productive, 
lany of them, indeed, sold their 
aorses at big sacrifice and closed out 
without ceremony. Now they are be- 
;inning to go into business again, 
heir pastures and paddocks are once 
more being brought into use, and they 
are satisfied that the outlook is full of 
promise. 


This most desirable change in the 


status of a great industry has been 
brought about so gradually that few 
persons not directly engaged in the 
bone business know anything about 
it. Its cause, according to Mr. Will- 
iam F. Doerr, one of the best known 
torse dealers in the United States, has 
been 
the 
apprehension—somewhat 


tardily shown, to be sure-by the 
English, of the facts with regard to 
the horse market in the United States. 


"It was some time last year," said 


Mr. Doerr, in conversation with the 
•writer a day or two ago, "that our 
iriends on the other side began to send 
their buyers over here. They had 
never done so tor any extent before. 
Posgibly this was in some degree be- 
cause they did not favor American 
horses, but chiefly for the excellent 
Teaaon that American horses could 
never before be bought nearly BO 
•cheaply as those of foreign breeding. 
The first English agent went at his 
buying, perhaps, with some hesita- 
tion. But he soon became confident, 
for he found not only that the prices 
at -which he could buy here were 
much below the current prices abroad 
but also that the American horses were 
hardier, more enduring, grade for 
«rade, better looking than tha Eng- 
lish animals. 


"The first shipment of consequence 


was sent over rather early last year, 
and as soon as the horses were seen 
and tested there a rush of English 
buyers to the States began. Ever 
since then the shipments have been 
constantly increasing. I do not be- 
lieve the traffic has even yet reached 
its height, since there are at least a 
hundred English buyers now in 


riages for solid ehow all the same, and 
they want better ones than they ever 
wanted before. Why, there are plenty 
of beasts going abroad now to haul 
tram cars that would have been 
thought elegant carriage horses ten 
years ago. 


"Good coach horses range now from 


$800 to $2500 the pair. Those that 
can be bought for the lowest of these 
figures ore not considered of much 
account either, and there is no lack 
of buyers for any that may be offered 
at more* than the highest rate named. 


"In spite of the high prices com- 


manded by coach horses, I can hardly 
say that it is a surely profitable 
business as yet. 
It often happens 


that a colt is bred and reared with the 
greatest care, only to turn out prac- 
tically worthless as a coaqh horse, to 
the great disappointment and damage 
of the breeder." -Washington Star.

Those that 
can be bought for the lowest of these 
figures are not considered of much 
account either, and there is no lack 
of buyers for any that may bo offered 
at more’than the highest rate named. 


“In spite of the high prices com­ 
manded by coach horses, I can hardly 
say that it is a surely profitable 
business as yet. 
It often happens 
that a oolt is bred and reared with the 
greatest care, only to turn out prac­ 
tically worthless as a coaqh horse, to 
the great disappointment and damago 
of the breeder.” — Washington Star.

A Horse Dies From Grief, 


Tho emotional life of a horse is re­ 
markable. 
There are instances on 
record where the death of the horse 
has been traced directly to grief. One 
instance is called to mind, which oc­ 
curred more than twenty years ago. A 
cirous had been performing in the 
little town of Unionvillo, Penn., when 
one of the trained horses Bprained on9 
of his legs so that he could not traVel. 
He was taken to the hotel and put in 
a box stall. The leg was bandaged and 
ho was made as comfortable as possi­ 
ble. 


He ate his food, and was apparently 
contented until about midnight, when 
the circus began moving out of town. 
When ho became restless and tramped 
and whined. 
As the caravan moved 
past the hotel he peemed to realize 
that ho was being deserted, and his 
anxiety and distress became pitiful. 
He would stand with his ears pricked 
in an attitude ot intense listening, 
and then as his ears caught the sounds 
of tho retiring wagons he would rush, 
as best he could with his injured leg, 
from one side of the stall to the other, 
puihing at the door with his nose and 
and making every effort to escape. 
The stableman, who was a stranger to 
him, tried to soothe him, but to no 
purpose. 
He woul i not be comforted. 


Long after all sounds of the circus 
had ceased his agitation continued. 
The sweat poured from him in streams 
and he quivered in every part of the 
body. Finally the stableman went to 
the house, woke up the proprietor 
and told him he believed the horse 
would die if some of the circus horses 
were not brought back to keep him 
company. At about daylight the pro­ 
prietor mounted a horse and rode 
after the circus. 
He overtook it ten 
or twelve miles away, and the groom 
who had. charge of the injured horse, 
returned with him. 
When 
they 
reached the stable the horse was dead. 


The stableman said that he remained 
for nearly an hour perfectly still and 
with every sense apparently strained 
to tho utmost tension, and then, with­ 
out making a sign, fell and died with 
scarcely a struggle. 
The veterinarian 
who was called remarked after the 
circumstances were cold him that un­ 
questionably the horse died from 
grief.—Kentucky Stock Farm.

He shows that when 
I potatoes are peeled and started boiling 
in cold water there is a loss of eighty 
per cent, of tho total albumen, and 
where they are not peeled and are 
started in hot water this loss is re­ 
duced to two per cent, 
A bushel of 
potatoes, weighing sixty pounds, con­ 
tain 
about two pounds 
of total 
nitrogenous compounds. 
When im­ 
properly cooked one-half of a pound 
is lost,Jcontaining six-tenths of a pound 
of the most valuable proteids. 
It re* 
•quires all of the protein from nearly 
two pounds of round beefsteak to re­ 
place the loss of protein from im- 
properly boiling a bushel of potatoes. 
—Now Orleans Picayune. 


THE 0ARE 01? POLISHED ILOORS. 


No rollers should be used on furni- 
turo over polished floors. 
Each part 
which touches tho wood should bo 
fitted with a piece of thick felt secure­ 
ly glued on. 
This protects the floor 
and allows easy movement. 


These floors require only the sweep­ 
ing with a hair brush and the wiping 
with a duBt mop or soft cloth. 


Wax, alone, gives the highest pol­ 
ish ; but is always slippery. It should 
be rubbed on evenly. 
Any little bits 
remaining will show as blank specks 
after the polishing. The brush should 
be used across the grain at first, after­ 
ward with the grain. 
Wax and tur­ 
pentine furnish a less degree of polish, 
which is, therefore, less slippery, 
while the addition of paraffine oil 
lessens it still moro. 
If it be desired 
to keep the floor very light the oil 
mixture should not be used, for oil 
always darkens wood. 


Water is the worst thing that can be 
applied to any waxed surface. 
A 
damp cloth may be used. 
All spatters 
or drops of any liquid should be wiped 
up immediately. 
When spots come— 
as come they will—rub them hard 
with a piece of thick felt under the 
foot or with a flannel moistened in 
turpentine. 


Remember to keep the surface well 
polished, then dirt cannot, stick and 
substances spilled cannot reach the 
wood and make spots, 
With all these 
precautions the floors which are con­ 
stantly used will need an entire reno­ 
vation occasionally. 
They should 
then be rubbed all over with steel 
wool till every spot is scraped out. If 
the wood has grown dark it may be 
whitened by a wash of oxalic acid. 
Rub perfectly smooth and clean before 
applying the wax or other encaustic. 


a. good encaustic which will clean 
and polish at tho same time may be 
made from wax, sal soda and any good 
soap. 
The wax and soap should be 
shaved and dissolved in boiling water. 
Stir frequently and add tho soda. Put 
the mixture in something which may 
be closely covered and stir constantly 
until cool. 
This may be applied to 
floors, furniture, marbles, tiles, bricks, 
etc. 
It will remove ink from polished 
surfaces. 
The French use white wax 
on white marbles, but this is not abso­ 
lutely necessary-—American Kitchen 
Magazine. 


RECIPES. 


Baked Apple Jelly—Pill a two quart 
granite or earthen dish with alternate 
layers of sliced tart apples and sugar. 
Bake three hours, closely covered. 
This is delicious, and should turn out 
a solid pink jelly. 


Cherry Blanc-Mange—One 
quart 
sour cherries; wash in cold water and 
seed; place in the fire with half a tea­ 
cup of cold water and stew until ten­ 
der ; add a teacupful of white sugar, 
a teaspoon of butter and two table­ 
spoons of cornstarch which have been 
perfectly dissolved in four teaspoons 
of cold water. 
Stir gently until corn­ 
starch is cooked (from five to eight 
minutes), then pour into a dish or 
mold to cool. 
Eat with cream. 


Corn Soup—Take the water chicken 
was cooked in and place on tho fire; 
add the remaining chicken meat and 
boneB to the stock, of which there 
should be two quarts, 
Simmer until 
the meat leaves the bones, then strain; 
flavor with a teaspoonful of cayenno 
and celery salt. 
Add a small cupful 
of sweet corn out from the ear, place 
where it will cook slowly for half an 
hour, and just before serving add a 
cupful of sweet cream or milk. 


New Potatoes—Scrape and lay in cold 
water ten minutes; cover with boiling 
water and let boil fifteen minutes; 
then add the salt (to one pint of water 
half a tablespoonful of salt) and let 
boil hard fifteen minutes longer. 
When cooked pour off every drop of 
water; take off the cover of saucepan 
and shake the potatoes for a moment 
in a current of cold air, then place on 
back of stove and cover with a clean, 
coarse towel until ready to dish. 


Sponge C&ke—Beat the yolks of two 
eggs until thick, add gradually one 
cup of sugar, one-half teaspoonful each 
of lemon juice and grated rind and 
beat well. 
And three-eighths of a cup 
of hot water, the whites of the eggs 
beaten to a stiff froth, one cup of floar 
sifted with one saltspoonful of salt, 
and a level teaspoonful of baking pow­ 
der, 
Bake in a battered eake pan 
forty-five minutes. 
When ready to 
use, break into pieces. 
Sponge cake 
should never be cut.

If the proposal is received 
with favor the negotiations are carried 
on by proxy, the minister being the 
messenger. 


The ceremony always takes place in 
a church. 
No invitations are issued, 
but the bans are proclaimed from the 
pulpit two weeks beforehand; 
During 
this period the groom is permitted to 
visit bis intended without the interven­ 
tion of a third party. 


After the wedding a dinner is al­ 
ways seryed, after which bride and 
groom go to their respective homes 
ana remain apart for several days.

upon their arrival here from their 
late camping ground at New Chester, 
proceeded to take in the sights, (and 
at the same time something more ex 
bilaratitg than sights.) The result 
was as is usually tbe case, they be- 
came inebriated, whether from the 
sights or otherwise, deponents saith 
not In this condition they went up 
Hanover street and 
sat 
upon 


the porch of Burgess H. K. Schnell. 
During their stay here an officer high- 
ly learned in tbe law, who 0*8 always 
the peace and welfare of his neigh- 
bors and fellow citizens dearly at 
heart, called tbe policeman to take 
the unwelcome visitors in hand upon 
a charge of drunkenness and disor- 
derly conduct. This the policeman 
promptly proceeded to do, and then 
commenced the fun—to everybody 
but those directly interested. The 
colored men proceeded forthwith to 
make themselves scarce, but tbe offi. 
cers would^that it be otherwise. Tbe 
men ran out High street toward their 
camping ground, with the populace, 
most of whom were deputized to help 
arrest the men, in hot pursuit. Dur- 
ing the progress of the race, all kinds 
of weapons were brought to play ex 
cept the cannon and galling guns, 
which were left in the armory. Tbe 
one "darkey" was arrested in a short 
time, but the second gave such a pro 
longed chase that the mounted police 
were called and a gentleman on his 
wheel caught the fugitive from jus- 
tice up at the school house. After 
the men were escorted to the "City 
Hotel" and comfortably laid up for 
the night on the 1 inch board beds 
provided for select guests, the excite- 
ment gradually subsided Jor a time, 
the only ripple thereafter being an 
animated discussion between the Bur- 
gess and the aforesaid officer highly 
learned in the law, &c. 
, On Tuesday morning.tfcaprisoners 
were escorted from the hotel to the 
temple of Justice usually presided 
over by tbe Chief Justice of the Com- 
monwealth of New Oxford, where af- 
ter a prolonged, reprimand by tbe 
aforesaid judge, they were told to go 
and sin no more. And thus closed a 
great case.

Mysterious Treasure. 


On last Friday night some un- 


known parties visited a field on the 
Beitzel farm, south of Dillsburg.Tork 
county, and removed from the ground 
a chest tbat had been buried there 
unknown to Mr. BeitzeL The parties 
must have had accurate knowledge of 
the buried chest and its contents. In-

The remarks we have to make upon 


a case of this kind are but very few. 
In the first place the peace of the town 
should be protected. If any peron 
becomes drunk and disorderly upon 
the streets they should be not only 
arrested, but made pay the fines pro- 
vided by ordinances for such offences. 
We do not believe in arresting men, 
and then letting them go with simply 
a reprimand. 
We, however, also be- 


lieve in making all suffer alike. From 
some stories we have beard, we are 
led to believe that the men arrested 
on Monday evening were not disturb- 
ing the peace, but that they were un- 
der tbe influence of liquor. If this is 
so, they should not have been arrest- 
ed,espedally in the manner they were. 
We do not believe it to be just to al. 
low some of our own people who are 
almost habitually drunk to disturb 
tbe peace with impunity whenever 
and wherever they will to do so, and 
go unpunished at all times, and dis- 
criminate against strangers. It makes 
a bad precedent.

It W as Great.

It seems that the two colored men 
upon their arrival here from their 
late camping ground at New Chester, 
proceeded to take in the Bights, (and 
at the same time something more ex 
bilarating than sights.) The result 
was as is usually the case, they be­ 
came inebriated, whether from the 
sights or otherwise, deponents saith 
not. In this condition they went up 
Hanover street 
and 
sat 
upon 
the porch of Burgess H. K. Schnell. 
During their stay here an officer high­ 
ly learned in the law, who bt»s always 
the peace and welfare of his neigh- 
bors and fellow citizens dearly at 
heart, called the policeman to take 
the unwelcome visitors in hand upon 
a charge of drunkenness and disor­ 
derly conduct. This the policeman 
promptly proceeded to do, and then 
commenced the fun—to everybody 
but those directly interested. The 
colored men proceeded forthwith to 
make themselves Bcarce, but the offi« 
cers wouldjthat it be otherwise. The 
men ran out High street toward their 
camping ground, with the populace, 
most of whom were deputized to help 
arrest the men, in hot pursuit. Dur­ 
ing the progress of the race, all kinds 
of weapons were brought to play ex 
cept the cannon and gatling guns, 
which were left in the armory. 
The 
one “darkey” was arrested in a short 
time, but the second gave such a pro 
longed ohase that the mounted police 
were called and a gentleman on his 
wheel caught the fugitive from jus­ 
tice up at the school house. After 
the men were escorted to the “City 
Hotel” and comfortably laid up for 
the night on the 1 inch boord beds 
provided for select guests, the excite­ 
ment gradually subsided for a time, 
the only ripple thereafter being an 
animated discussion between the Bur* 
gees and the aforesaid officer highly 
learned in the law, &c. 


On Tuesday morning thdprisoners 
were escorted from the hotel to the 
temple of Justice usually presided 
over by tbe Chief Justice of the Com­ 
monwealth of New Oxford, where af­ 
ter a prolonged reprimand by the 
aforesaid judge, they wero told to go 
and sin no more.

go unpunished at all times, and dis­ 
criminate against strangers. It makes 
a bad precedent.

Tbe new National Commander of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, 
Tbaddeus Stevens Clarkson, of Oma­ 
ha, Nebraska, was born at Gettys­ 
burg, P a , in 1840. He enlisted April 
lOtb, 1861,within two hours after tbe 
appearance of President Lincoln’s call 
for 75,000 men. Major Clarkson went 
to Cairo, Ills, served under Gen. 
Grant there; re-enlisted July 16th, 
1861; was promoted Dec. 1st, 1861,to 
be adjutant of the Thirteenth Illinois 
Cavalry; served with tbe regiment 
and on the staff of Gen. John W. Da­ 
vidson,participating in the battleB on 
tbe march to Helena and Little Bock, 
Ark. In August, 1863, be assisted in 
raising the Third Arkansas Cavalry. 
He was promoted to be major and 
commanded tbe regiment until near­ 
ly the close of the war, taking part 
in nearly all the battleB in AikanBas.

A WONDERFUL 
GUN. 


Poll the Trigger and It Fires Eljjbt 
Shots in Succession. 


"What is claimed to be a most re- 


markable weapon and one whicb is as 
great an improvement over the ordi- 
nary icvolver for military purposes as 
was the revolver over the old-time 
horse-pistol, has been brought out by a 
Berl'n firm. The construction of this 
latest development in firearms manu- 
facture Js upon entirely new lines, BO 
far as regards small arms. The cart- 
ridges, which are eight In number, are 
contained within a magazine in the 
grip. The action of the piece is so rapid 
that the eye cannot follow the move- 
ments, and the whole eight shots can^ 
be fired before the first shell ejected* 
bas struck the ground. 


The cartridges are brought to the 


front of the breech lock, when the lat- 
ler is moved to the rear in opening the 
breech,, and closing the breech places 
the cartridge in Its proper position In 
the firing chamber. The recoil at firing 
flrives the barrel and breech machan- 
Ism to the rear, the three friction rolls 
,af the rear link strike against the curv- 
ed butt' and are forced downward, the 
middle Joint of toggle is raised and the

What is claimed to be a most re­ 
markable weapon and one which is as 
great an improvement over the ordi- 
aary revolver for military purposes as 
was the revolver over the old-time 
horso-pistol, has beeii brought out by a 
Berlin iirm. 
The construction of this 
latest development in firearms manu­ 
facture is upon entirely new lines, so 
far as regards small arms. 
The cart­ 
ridges, which are eight in number, are 
contained within a magazine in the 
grip. The action of the piece is so rapid 
that the eye cannot follow the move­ 
ments, and the whole eight shots can 
be fired before the first shell ejected* 
has struck the ground. 


The cartridges are brought to the 
front of the breech lock, when the lat­ 
ter is moved to the rear in opening the 
breech, and closing the breech places 
the cartridge in its proper position In 
the firing chamber. The recoil at firing 
flrives the barrel and breech inachan- 
Ism to the rear, the three friction rolls 
.of the rear link strike against the curv­ 
ed butt and are forced downward, the 
middle joint of toggle is raised and tho 
breech block recedes, taking with It an 
empty shell by means of the extractor, 
until the elector strikes the shell from 
below and throws it out, and the sur­ 
plus momentum of the recoiling parte is 
taken up by the recoil spring against 
which the friction rolls impinge. 


As soon as the recoil, which is so 
eased as to bo scarcely noticeable to 
the hand, is spent, the spring draws the 
toggle link forward and downward, the 
breech block pushes the upper cartridge 
Into the barrel and the firing bolt is ar­ 
rested and held cocked by the sera. 


The safety plroe prevents accidents 
tv lien the arm is »ot in action, otherwise 
the pistol Is alvr^r* cocked and ready 
for service. 


The pistol weighs two and three- 
quarter pounds, with a six-inch barrel, 
and two and four-fifths with a seven 
und a half inch barrel. The projectile 
weighs eighty-flvo grains and is pro­ 
jected by the cartridge at about 1,200 
feet per second.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

He takes note of 
each fold in Julia’s gown, he writes 
lines upon tho ribbon round her waist, 
he describes tho rustling of her walk, 
and Is in fine as quick to perceive the 
beauty that lies in dress a s ’to compre­ 
hend the splendor of a full-blown rose. 


Music, too, did not go without appre­ 
ciation from him. It would have been 
difficult to imagine Herrick dull to tho 
influence of musie, although some of 
our poets have boon credited with in­ 
ability to distinguish one tune from an­ 
other.

L e a d v illk , Colo,, Sept. 29.—Driven to 
desperation by starvation, Loadvillo’g 
looked out miners, who have boon throat* 
cning tho poace for two months, attacked 
tbo Colorado raino w ith dynam ite and 
guns at 1 o’clock yesterday morning, 
arousing the city and throwing its Inhabi­ 
tants into a panic.

Disappointed Thousands Unable 
to Hear the Candidate. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sopt, 23.—Mr. Bryan 
inadohls llrHt campnign speech in Now 
Jorccy yesterday aftornoou at Washlrig?- 
tou Park, a lileasure rosorfc a fow niilost«- 
low this olty. Ho spoko from - tho grand 
stAiul of tiho blcyclo track iuclosui'o, and 
fully S5,000 ntood for ovor an hour and Us- 
teueil to him. John S. Wright, thofusion 
candidato for congress in tho First New 
Jersey district, proaidod and introdiiccd 
tho disthifcuishod visitor. 
His address 
ttroupo.d tho gre/itesfc onthufliasm. 


Mr. Biyun was frroetod in Piiiladelphia 
last niplit by a crowd whicli, according to 
the police and other authorities, exceeded 
any outpouring of the people on a similar 
occasion in the history of tho city. Ho 
epoke at the Academy of Music, which 
has a seating cai}acity of about 3,000. 
Every available inch of gpace in the house 
and on the stage was occupiod two hours 
befowj Mr. JJryan arrived, and experts 
estimated tho oudlence at fully 0,000. 
Gathered In tho atreot outside tho Academy 
wero 
fully 
85,000 people, who stood 
patiently nntH 10:30 p. m., hoping to see 
or hear the candidato, half a dozen overliow 
meetings beingaddi^opsed by local Bpeaiiors. 


The crush was something awful. Many 
of those who succeeded in getting inside 
tho Academy liad their clothing almost 
torn from them. Many cases of moro or 
less severe injury wero reported to tho po- 
lice, ono man with a brolcen arm boing 
takon to tho hospital. Hundreds of police- 
men wero powerless to keep tho crowds in 
chock, 


Mr. Bryan, owing to tho dense crowd in 
front of tho Lafayotto hotel, wa« unable 
to reach his carriage, and walked to the 
hall by a back street. Ho got into the hall 
after an exporieuco with tho crowd that 
he will long remember. 
Only by the 
strongest efforts of the police was he saved 
from tho crush of enthusiastic admii'ors. 
When he ap])eared on the stivgo his rocep- 
•^tion was tromendouR, tho cheering lasting 
several minutos. His speech was in sub- 
stance as follows : 


*'The gold standard papers ask why I 
conio'to Pennsylvania. 1 conio, first, to ee- 
cui'o, if possible, tiie electoral vote of the 
st^to of Pennsylvania. If you deny that, 
ifVnu will not givo mo that vote, if wo are 
debated In? fchlB campaign, then I corno 
upoji another mission, and that Is to tell 
the pooplo of-Pennsylvania that tho agita- 
tion for free coinage will never cease in 
this country until tho gold standard is 
driven back to Kugland. They Kiy that 
the craze Is dyin^c out. I care not what 
they call the silver cause. You may apply 
to it such epithets as you will, but I know 
that tho silver cause will not die, because 
truth never dies. 


"Our causo appeals to the masses of tho 
people because the masses aro interested 
in equal laws. Our cause is opposed by 
those who want to use our government 
for prollt bocatxso wo aro opposed to gov- 
ernment Instituted for any such purposes. 
Your city is called Philadelphia, tho City 
of Brotherly Love. I corno to proclaim to 
you the gospel that is described by tho 
name of your own city, and'yet you say 
you will givo a huncU'od thousand ma- 
jority against that doctrine. I corno to 
proclaim financial independence in a city 
which sa.w the Declaration of Independ- 
ence signed more th/in a hundred years ago. 


'*Tho issue which Is raised now was 
raised before. There wero pooplo then 
who said that wo could not obtain indo- 
pondonco unless some foreign 
nation 
would help us, Tliore are those who say 
ic todiiy, and those who say it today stand 
in the Biime position ¿is those who said it 
then. Tho people who a hundred years 
ago doclavod in favor of foreign supremacy 
wero tho peo])le who had business deal- 
ings and acted as the agents of the 
pooplo who oj;iploy them ovor there. 
You have no banks in this city today 
which are not controlled by tho in- 
fluence of London, and I have no more ro- 
fiijoot for the American who takes his 
patriotism from Lombard street tlmn I 
Imvo for the Tory who took his patriotism 
a hundred yoiirs ago from England. 


"Ono of your papers Biiid that I lacked 
dignity. My friends, I have been looking 
into tho matter, and do you know that I 
would rather have it said that I lacked 
dignity than to havo it said that I lacked 
biickbono to meeltlio enemies of this gov- 
crnuiont who con.'^pjro against this na- 
tion's v/elfuro in V/idl street. I believo 
that a man ought to bo dignified enough, 
not too dlgiiiJi'jd aiid not lacking In dig- 
nity. Now, it might bo more dignified if 
I would stay at home and havo jxjoplo 
come to seo me. Butyou know that I said 
I wasn't going to promise to give anybody 
an olllce, aiid therefore a great many peo- 
ple who jnight conxe to eeo a candidato 
under somocircumsiances wouldnot come 
to suo mo at ¿ill.

Elected Yice-Preshlent,But Never Served 


William Rufus King, born April 6, 
1786, died April 18, 1853, was a Vice- 
President of the United States wha 
never served in that capacity, and ono 
who took the oath of office on foreign 
soil—something which can be said of 
no other executive officer who ha» 
ever been elected by the people of 
this country. 
King was an invalid, 
but his friends urged him to take sec- 
ond place on tho ticket with Pierce ia 
1852. 
Both were elected, but Mr. 
King's health failed so rapidly he was- 
forced to go to Cuba early in 1853, 
some two and a half months before 
inauguration day. 
Not having 're- 
turned to the United States by March 
4, Congress passed a special act author- 
izing tho United States Consul at 
Mantanzas, Cuba, to swear him in as 
"Vice-Presdent at about the hcur whea 
Fierce was taking the oath of office at 
Washington, 


This arrangement was carried out to 
a dot, and on tbe day appointed, at a 
plantation on one of the highest hilla 
in the vicinity of Mantanzas, Mr. 
King was made Vice-President of tho 
United States amid the solemn "Vaya 
vol oon Dios" (God will be with you), 
of the Creoles who had assembled to 
witness the unique spectacle. 
Vice- 
President King returned to his hom& 
at Cahawka, Ala., arriving at that 
place April 17, 1853, and died the fol- 
lowing day. 
His remains were laid 
to rest on his plantation, known aa 
Pine Hilla.

What is claimed to be a most re- 
markable Aveapou and one which is aa 
preac an improvement over the ordl- 
Qar>' revolver for militao' purposes as 
was the revolver over the old-time 
liorso-pistol, has been brought out by a 
Berlin iirm. 
The construction of this 
latest development In firearms manu- 
facture Is upon entirely new lines, so 
far as re^jards small arms. 
Tlie cart- 
ridges, which are eight In number, are 
contained within a mngazine In the 
grip. The action of the piece Is so rapid 
that the eye cannot follow the move- 
ments, and the whole eight shots can 
be fired before the first shell ejected' 
has struck the ground. 


The cartridges are brought to the 
front of the breech lock, when the lat- 
ter is moved to the rear in opening the 
breech, and closing the breech places 
the cartridge in its proper position in 
the firing chamber. The recoil at firing 
flrives the barrel and breech machan- 
Ism to the rear, the tliree friction rolls 
.Df the rear link strike agaiust the curv- 
ed butt and are forced downward, the 
tniddle Joint of toggle is raised and the 
breech block recedes, taking with it an 
empty ehell by means of the extractor, 
until the elector strikes the shell from 
below and throws it out, and the sur- 
plus momentum of the recoiling part« Is 
taken up by the recoil spring against 
which the friction rolls impinge. 


As soon as the recoil, which is so 
pased as to bo scarcely noticeable to 
the hand, Is spent, the spring draws the 
toggle link forward and downward, the 
breech block pushes the upper cartridge 
into the barrel and the firing bolt Is ar- 
rcisted and held cocked by the sera.
